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Building Suggestions 



First of all! Know your cost. 

Homes built from definite, well made plans are much 
more easily financed and constructed than when built 
from rough sketches or by guesswork. 

A good plan and a well defined contract are important. 
"Early understandings make long friendships." 

Select a design that is in harmony with your location. 
Do not build a small low house between two large tall 
ones. Do not build a row of houses alike or even two 
alike side by side. 

Your home may be attractive if properly designed, even 
though it is inexpensive. 

When building a semi-two story house, be sure to have 
sufficient ventilation in the upstairs rooms, even though 
it is necessary to build dormer windows. If properly 
located, they often add to the appearance of the exterior 
and the comfort of the interior. 

Attics large enough for storage should be easily acces- 
sible and have ventilation, not only for convenience, but 
also for the added comfort of the floor below. 

Foundation footings should be substantial and should 
rest on solid ground, with special attention given to flue 
and pier foundations. 

Danger of invasion by the destructive termite is greatly 
lessened, if you have a full basement with plenty of light 
and ventilation. 

The two most important features in good construction 
is first the foundation and second the roof. 

The weakest places in most houses are chimney and 
girder supports, porch pier bases, roof valleys and outside 
steps. Steel I beams for girders and iron girder supports 
are litde more costly and much more satisfactory than 
wood. 



A basement recreation room is a great comfort and has 
innumerable uses. The cost is usually comparatively low. 

Proper bridging of joist is important. 

Use building paper that will expand and contract. If 
it breaks between boards it is worthless. 

Use well seasoned and dry oak flooring and finish lum- 
ber. It is difficult to detect dampness in oak lumber. 

A coat of wax on an ordinary polished floor three or 
four times a year will keep it like new almost indefinitely. 

Be sure wall plaster is thoroughly dry before applying 
finish coat. 

Landscaping is important and often neglected. A few 
dollars expended in lawn decorations, such as trellises, 
seats, etc., and good planting, add gready to the attractive- 
ness and value of your home. 

Many roomy closets are great conveniences. A closet 
for each bedroom and a linen closet are essential in every 
home. 

Many electric receptacles are needed for the conven- 
ience of lamps, radios, fans, sweepers and other electrical 
appliances. 

Windows and doors should be located so as to conserve 
wall spaces for furniture. 

Insulation is a very important factor in construction. It 
keeps out the heat in the summer and cold in the winter. 

Paint should not be put on too thick. Use more coats. 

In building a saleable residence, it must be attractive, 
practical and well finished. The color scheme of interior 
finish and decorations is important. 

Small conveniences mean much to the housekeeper. 



Remodeling Suggestions 



First of all! Know your cost. 

Figure the job carefully before giving an estimate. It 
is more difficult to estimate the cost of repairing or re- 
modeling than it is to estimate the cost on new construc- 
tion. 

Take care not to spend more time using old materials 
than the old materials are worth. 

Composition roofing should not be used over sheathing 
spaced for wood shingles. 

Before laying a composition roof over an old roof, the 
old roof should be well nailed and there must be no pro- 
truding nails. 

Do not spend more time in cleaning and surfacing old 
floors than new floors would cost. 



Do not use wood supports for girders in either old or 
new construction. 

Do not use wood shingles on roofs of less than 6-12 
pitch. 

It usually takes as much labor to get a remodeling job 
ready for new work as it does to do the new work. 

Do not paint or varnish over wet or damp woodwork. 

In keeping properties in repair, the old adage applies, 
"A stitch in time saves nine." 

Valuable suggestions for remodeling are found by look- 
ing through books of designs for new construction.
